Prime Minister Pearson is the latest tb cite his 
financial “benevolence’' in this cuato'':ary m yopic 
fa^on, apparei^ty because of pique tfiat B.C.’a Soctm 
government doesn't invite federal officials to the 
opening of projects partially financed out of federal 
coffers. His govemoent deserves to be thanked for 
its asdstance, he says. 

The prime minister listed a, variety of federal 
cxp»diturea in B.C during the past two years 
totaling some ^50 mlllon and covering health grants, 
roads, fisheries, ship subsidies, works programs, and 
the nke-~«U nonnal obligations of the national gov¬ 
ernment—to show how good his administration has 
beoi to this province. 

Conveniently, of course, he failed to mention 
anything about the sums collected from the peoi^ 
and industries of B.C. in the form of personal and 
corporation taxes, custons and exdse levies, sales 
my, et cetera—which in total far exceed the $250 
mifflon for which the BXl government has apparently 
not bent a suffkdently grateful knee In obeisance. 

The Bennett government can be ass^Ied for the 
same assumption of benevolence wlwn disbursing its 
provincial revenues, but Mr. Pearson’s responsibilities 
are of national status and be should relate Ms govern- 
menfa expentttuies on the sama level. When the 
federal treasury spends money In this province It does 
so fcR the people of B.C. as Canadians, not as British 
Columbians. This is so no matter what province 
invites the need of federal spending within its 
bournes. 

Mr. Pearson it is who rightly enough ^inls to 
the unity of Canadianism as the most vexing problem 
of the country, although his own acts as prime 
mincer have done mt»t to weaken the national 
structure and create the extreme provincialism that 
threatens confederation.

No Place for Us 

I N A RECENT speech before a group of high school 
students at Prime Minister Pearson broadly 
hinted that Canada would shortly be seekii^ member¬ 
ship in the Organization of American States. 

Not only does it appear that he has selected an 
unusual type of audience befcMre which to make his 
first positive statement on this cwtentlous subject 
iHit that he has also ttiosen a most inappropriate 
moment to broach the matter as far as tfie organ¬ 
ization itself is concerned. 

Certainly it is no secret that to date successive 
Canadian governments have evaded direct involve¬ 
ment with the OAS for a number of logical reasons, 
the two paramount among them belr,^ the very real 
clanger ttiat as a member Canada would be unable 
to avoid being viewed by the majority of Latin 
American membeis as little more than a United States 
sychophant and the fact that membership in the OAS 
would be In dii-ect conflict with her interests as a 
member of the British Commonwealth. 

Today not only do these reasons remain as 
strongly as ever but the OAS itself stands in imminent 
threat of dissolution as an effective international 
body dike to the continued interference of the United 
States In the domestic affaii's of its fellow member 
governments in South and Central America. 

Despite his remarkable penchant for inopportune 
remarks it is to be hoped that the prime minister 
now realizes that the OAS is no place for Canada at 
this time.

TT was RUPERT BROOKE in his poem "The 
X Soldier'’ who wrote that if he should die on service 
abroad—a premonition that came true—there would 
be a corner of a ftMTign field “that is forever Eng¬ 
land." There sire corners in no less than 70 different 
countries that by this same valid token are fenwer 
Canada. 

The Legionary cites the records of the Common¬ 
wealth War Graves Commission, of which of course 
this country is a member, which show that the war 
dead of Canada rest in places as varied and far apaiT 
as Brazil, Thailand. Iran, and as is to be,, expected, 
France and Italy. So far-flung a sacrifice In the two 
world wars no doubt will be surprising to many 
peof^ 

There are 89,826 Canadian dead who are buried' 
In individual graves, unifonnly tended with care by 
the coBunission, and 27,699 of those among the fallen 
who have no known grave but are commemorated 
nameln memorials in vartous countries. 


Most of the Canadian war dead rest In Prance, 

Belgium, Italy and the Netherlands, but many are 
burled in both Britain and Canada Itself. The ceme¬ 
teries of France record the greatest number, 39,464, 
of whom 31,566 died in the First World War and 
7,898 in tbs SecaaA Woiid War.

If left unthmmed. rosemary makes a 
pretty big bush, often six feet in height, 
with pungent, aromatic foliage. It 
needn't take up this much space, 
thou{d>, as it stands trimming well, and 
the size and shape can be controlled 
quite easily. Lavender grows from nine 
Inches to three feet tall, depending on 
variety, and will also tirferate shearing 
as long aa it is done consistently, so 
it never becomes necessary to cut away 
back into old wood. > 

Rosemary leaves are useful both in 
the kitchen and (or sprinkling in linen 
closet to impart a refreshing scent to 
sheets and pillow cases. To harvest, 
cut a few shoots ch* small branches 
from your shrub when the leaves are 
fully grown and hang these, head down, 
in a corner of your kitchen out of the 
sun. When dry, strip off the leaves by 
pulling the shoots between your fingers. 
Store in covered jars as you would sage 
or any other aromatic hert. * 


If you can beg some prunings or 
cuttings from a neighbor, use vigorous 
young shoots about seven Inches long. 
Remove the lower leaves, dip the cut 
end in rooting powder, and insert in 
sandy seal in your cotdframe <r in a 
shaded outdoor bed under jam jars. 

While this treatment works w^ with 
rosemary cuttings too, 1 hove never 
had any luck in starting this sfirub 
fnnn seed; in fact. I couldn't even get 
the seed to germinate. Looking back on 
my attempL I believe my failure came 
from over-watering—from using strfi too 
rich and too moist-. 

In its natural ptate. rosemary seeds 
itself heely and germinates vigorously 
cm the rocky, sun-baked cliffs and head¬ 
lands of Southern France, in poor,
